Sttrkock, ofthe steamer Mer- 
ionethshire, which arrived here (Singapore) 
yesterday (July-1et) and sailed again for 
Chins this morning, was detained nearly 
four days on his. voyage from Suez to dalle 
owing tothe urgent call which was made 
upon him to render assistance to the gtranded 
steamer Garonne, and to which he responded 


-] with praiseworthy-and sailor-like prompti- 


tude. It seems that the Garonne, (nhose 
straniing was announced in our tolerate 
summary of the 23rd June), is'a vessl of 
3,871 tons register, and. was bound from 
Adelilde to London via the Suez Canal with 
nearly 600 passengers. on: board. Oa tho 
6th June, she stranded at Ras Hafoon Bay, 
100 miles 8. 8 West of Capa Guardifui, 
and ifter 24 hours’ atréncous fat unraeen, 
fol «forts to pet her’ afloat, a boat was 
dispatched in charge of the’ 2nd Officer and 
a.volmnteer crew, to ee any passing 
steamer they might meet at Capo Guardiful, 
or, if none were met with, to proceed om to 
Aden for assistance, For’ several deys the 
boat imcountered nothing but light airsand 
‘oalms, and the work at tho oars bogs to 
tell wry heavily on the crew. On the'tlth, 
they had made. about 250 miles’ towards 
Aden; when, at 1 a. a1, they sighted the 
light of a steamer apparently a mile distant, 
but though they sent up rookets and burnt 
bluelights.in the boat, no notice was taken 
of thim, On the night of the 13th dune, 
howerer, they succeeded in’ attracting the 
attention of the AMerionethshire, and Cap- 
tain Sturrock, who received them on bard 
with t kindness, at once consented to 
proced to the ‘assistance of the Garnne 
and those on’ board of her, and a 
cours was’ steered for the scone ‘of thé 
stranting. Bad weather, however, rewer- 
ed it imprudent to’ attempt to appmach 
neara than the north Ras Hafoon, where 
the. Merionethahire-—wes~ brought: -to—an 
anch, and a party in charge of Mr. Reid, 
Chiat Officer, and well armed, was despatoh- 
ed owrland about 12 miles to the spot where: 
the Garonne had stranded.. On ‘arrival 
thera, however, they found no appearame of 
the Garonne, and were jnformed by the 
Natives that she had succeeded in giitin, 
off ind had proceeded in the. direction o! 

The. party being assured that this 
was the case, and that further effort was 
uncalled for, returned to the Merionethulire,
